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1 . Applicant's arguments relating to the restriction requirement have been 
considered and are deemed persuasive and thus the requirement has been dropped. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. (New Rejection) 

The expression "cooling water" found in line 1 1 of claim 25 does not find proper 
antecedent basis. (Also, "opening" found in line 13 of claim 25 should be plural). 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
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consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
McElroy-US 4,678,724 (McElroy) in view of applicant's admitted prior art. (AAPR) (New 
Rejection) 

Reference is made to column 4, line 10 through column 5, line 37 along with all 
of the drawing figures in McElroy. These portions of McElroy teach a plurality of 
reaction cells 1 0 including bipolar plates 12,13 that delimit each of the cells. As set 
forth in column 5, lines 20-37 and as seen in Figures 1 and 2 of McElroy, each of the 
bipolar plates include a metallic central body which is larger than the active area of the 
reactions cells and include a frame of polymeric material. The frame also includes the 
claimed openings and the channels as set forth in column 5, lines 1 -1 9 of McElroy and 
as shown in the drawings. The only claimed feature not shown by McElroy is each of 
the reaction cells including a metallic reticulated current collector. The AAPR recites a 
fuel cell on pages 1-2 of the present specification where each of the reaction cells 
include a metallic reticulated current collector. To have included in the reaction cells of 
McElroy the current collector of AAPR would have been obvious to collect the current 
produced in each of the cells of McElroy. 

Applicant's arguments are deemed moot in view of the above new grounds of 
rejection. 
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6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Brambilla et al. teaches cooling of a fuel cell of interest. 

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new grounds of rejection 
presented in this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See 
MPEP § 706.07(a).
